An ad¬ 
dress on Government in the Mod¬ 
ern State by G. S. R. Hawkins of 
the University of London (two 
hours in length) was characteriz¬ 
ed as "simply wonderful." 

Norma's enthusiasm and enjoy¬ 
ment of the week was very con¬ 
tagious and a hearty vote of 
thank^ was given for her report. 
Norma was elected at Edmonton 
as director for District 12. 

Archie Hogg, President of Dist¬ 
rict 12, brought greetings to the 
local. He gave a short account of 
iiis work since being elected in 
December, having been in touch 
with all the locals in the dislrict 
or members thereof., Mr. Hogg, 
who was u delegate from District 
12 to the Inter-provincial Farm 
Union Conference at Saskatoon, 
reported on the proceedings. About 
700 members registered, besides 
many visitors, the Albertans num¬ 
bering only 30. 

Premier Douglas, in his address 
of welcome quoted statistics and 
gave figures to show that although 
farmers had been promised ade¬ 
quate floor prices after the war, 
because of the ceilings placed on 
their products during the war, 
prices were only 40 per cent more 
while what they had to buy had 
riesn 60 per cent. 

Six main speakers were heard 
on different topics: Mr. Davis on 
Poultry; Mr. Milliken, Solicitor of 
the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool; 
Mr. Dolley, who is chief grain 
grader at Winnipeg and Mr. Wes¬ 
ley Coats, who was Farm Union 
representative at the recent Inter¬ 
national Wheat Conference at 
London. 

Hon. James Gardiner, Minister 
of Agriculture spoke at length on 
the Foot and Mouth disease out¬ 
break and how it had been handl¬ 
ed. • 

The highlight of the addresses 
was that given by Elmer Kruse of 
Washington, D.C., U.S. delegate at 
the recent I.WjA. conference in 
London. He made 11 quite clear 
that United States is not inclined 
to enter into the International 
Wheat Agreement on anything 
like -present floor ceiling prices. 
His address showed a sympathetic 
understanding of the farmer's 
viewpoint. 

The opinion of the delegates 
concurred in the U.S. view on the 
l.W.A. but it was clear no one 
wanted to go back to the open 
market. Failing a suitable agree¬ 
ment in the (."W.A. it was felt the 
Wheat Board should be given the 
job of selling the crop to the best 
advantage. On the domestic price 
of wheat the present government 
policy of forcing the western far¬ 
mers to subsidize Canadian con¬ 
sumers. was condemned and a 
parity price demanded.

About Polio 

What every Parent should know 

1. Any minor illness or fever 
during the poliomeyelitis season 
should be treated by bed rest and 
isolation pending diagnosis. It 
might be poliomeyelitis and if it 
is it can ta made more severe by 
forcing the person to carry on us¬ 
ual activity. 

2. Excessive physical strain and 

unnecessary travel and visiting 
should be avoided during the pol¬ 
io season. _ 

3. Water that might be contam¬ 
inated by sewage should be 
avoided for washing or swimming 
or drinking. 

4. Flies should be suppressed 
and, in particular, food should be 
protected from fly contamination. 
Al! fresh fruit should be washed 
beiore eating. 

5. All except urgent nose and 
throat operations and dental ex¬ 
tractions should be postponed dur¬ 
ing the polio season (approx, from 
July to November). 

6. With regard to summer 
camps, 4t has been recommended 
that camps be opened if no out¬ 
break exists in the area, but chil¬ 
dren should not be admitted from 
an epidemic area. If a new case 
develops in the camp, new child¬ 
ren should not be admitted, but* 
children in the camp should be 
retained for fourteen days after 
the last contact with tihe case. 

7. Attendance of children at 
fairs, theatres, and swimming 
pools should be discouraged. 

8. In all events, hysteria and 
panic should be avoided. A normal 
healthy life should be led and spe¬ 
cial attention to cleanliness of per 
son and environment maintained. 

9. During a severe epidemic 
your child runs this risk: 

1 chance in 1,500 of developing 
polio. 

1 chance in 7,500 of being par¬ 
alyzed. 

1 chance in 30,000 of dying with 
polio.
